But I am constrained to tell you 
candidly who have not paid their taxes 
for the years 1877 and 1878, that unless 
the same is paid promptly I shall levy 
upon and sell your property. Renember 
that the law allows fifty cents for every 
levy, and six per cent, additional, nil 
of which must be paid by the party owing 
the taxes. Shall I make these costs, or 
will you pay up and save it yourselves? 
That is tbe question. 1 mean business.
